penalty 
which 
mas 
passed by the Forty- 
ninth general assem bly. 
H is father 
was the author of the statute which 
first gave the jury the option of the 
death penalty or life imprisonment. 
He drew upon the 
Bible, 
the 
schools, the courts and governments 
of other states to prove his argil 
ment that hanging in Missouri mill 
not reduce murder and other capi­ 
tal 
crimes.
